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LADIES AND GENTLEMEN:— 

Our President came recently with three subject headings that had 
been suggested him would interest the members the Medical 
Library Association, and requested select one them title for short 
address this meeting. demurred, and gave reason the fact that the 
subjects mentioned would little interest audience, and, unless printed, 
value the members the Later learned that was the 
intention print the ‘‘Proceedings;’’ selected from the three suggestions 
the one relating medical journals, and gave the above title this address. 
Possibly made this choice thinking would the easiest the three 
handle—I will say that was not easy imagined. First wrote our 
abroad and this country, asking for list medical that had 
commenced publication since the first the vear 1909; the titles such journals 
had ceased appear—dead, fact—from the same date; and also any periodi- 
cals that had changed their titles merging, otherwise. While received 
prompt and polite replies nearly all inquiries, the lists sent were not 
satisfactory. Examining them separately, combining them one alphabetical 
list, could readily seen anyone acquainted with medical periodical 
literature that many titles journals that had commenced their existence since 
1909 were missing. With considerable labor, assistant, indefatigable 
worker, has filled the gaps—filled well that some the titles may 
considered but distantly related medicine; however, have incorporated 
this address fairly complete list the periodicals, relating the science 
medicine, that have commenced publication since the first January, 1909; 
the names such journals have ceased appear, and list periodicals that 
have changed their titles during the same period time. lists are 
arranged alphabetically language. 

Periodical literature one the most important divisions the medical 
library. records all large medical libraries, feel assured, will show that 
seventy-five per centum, more, the volumes called for the reading-rooms 
are periodicals. Again the most expensive division the largé medical 
library; from reports that have seen, nearly, about, two-thirds the library 
incomes available for the purchase medical publications are devoted

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The large medical libraries are able, obtain, either gift, some 
form exchange, quite respectable number periodicals, American and 
foreign; but the majority the foreign journals must purchased: and all, 
nearly all, the journals special subjects, whether American foreign, have 
subscribed for. The importance this subject, from any point 
view, well illustrated the list new periodicals given this paper. 
this short period time—about four years—two hundred and twenty-five new 
periodical publications have been born, while but sixty-two have died —ceased 
appear—showing increase about seventy-two per centum! this same 
ratio increase continue think what means shelf space for the libraries 
that make attempt keep complete history medical literature upon their 
shelves. The money expenditure for subscriptions, while quite item, not 
nearly serious consideration shelf-room. ome means few hundred 
dollars, more less, according the selection periodicals made, while the 
other may demand enlargement space that requires alterations that will 
cost thousands; conditions may such that means new building. 

According the list presented the English language shows 104 new 
periodicals, that have ceased appear, and that have changed title; 
German: new, died and changed title; French: new, died and 
changed title; Italian: new, died and changed title; Spanish: new; 
Russian: new, changed title; Dutch: new; Swedish: new; and Czech: 
new. The accuracy this list can, course, readily questioned; given 
merely the best obtainable after considerable research. While the English 
language far the lead that readily accounted for when consider the 
number periodical publications issued the United States. fact, with the 
many and rapid changes that take place this country, seemed hardly 
credible that few American journals had ceased appear, either death 
merging with some other periodical, and that more had not sprung into 
existance. The following figures, which were made principally from the 
extremely valuable ‘‘List Current Medical Periodicals and Allied Serials’’ 
issued the New York Academy Medicine, show the activity the various 
countries periodical literature, and will interesting for comparison:—

This mighty total for one branch science. Even eliminate Reports, 
Proceedings and Transactions, which certainly have their proper place under 
periodical. publications, have current list what are technically called 
about twelve hundred titles. 

All librarians, and the mass the medical profession, will, quite 
positive, agree that considerable percentage the ‘‘medical journals’’ could 
stricken from the list, without the slightest degree affecting the advancement 
medical science; but such pruning can ever will effected, 
tosay. There are many small journals issued, that may termed ‘‘local,’’ which, 
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although they help swell the lists considerably, are real value and could not 
eliminated until the ‘‘local physician’’ trained send the reports what 
believes valuable material, gained his daily practice, one the 
large medical periodicals the nearest medical center; but this training will 
never effected until the editors these prominent journals are taught 
recognize that this certain class material worthy publication. Requests 
are made daily libraries for periodicals, all languages, many which 
difficult obtain complete, even the Library can afford the subscription; the 
particular journal may asked for once and the title not again heard mentioned 
for vears. Still the journal wanted—at the time—and then has its positive 
value the reader. Why are such journals asked the majority 
instances verify statistics special cases. Cases which the ‘‘local practitioner’’ 
feels are sufficient rarity have value the medical profession, and which 
therefore reports, the best his ability, and sends his 
which, has his support subscriber, morally certain therefore that 
the Editor will publish his paper. 

There another class journals, published for what little there 
may it, which could stricken from the list with decided advantage the 
tone periodical literature. 

The Medical Library Association the future, will, trust, hold position 
where its suggestions will carefully considered, and even sought, both the 
medical profession and the medical publishers. When that ‘‘glad day’’ arrives 
then the subject medical periodicals should one its first considerations.
